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ON A RECENT LAW 


White Sister Addresses French Chamber of Deputies 


A GIANT STRIDE FORWARD IN THE EMANCIPATION OF THE NEGRO WOMAN 


As announced in France by the Wireless and the Press, a Committee of the French 
Chamber of Deputies has given a hearing to the eloquent appeal of a Missionary Sister 
of Our Lady of Africa, Sister Marie Andre du Sacre-Coeur, “an expert in questions touch- 
ing the evolution of the native women in French Colonies. Our Readers would, no 
doubt, be glad to hear some further details. 


The position of pagan women among the Black tribes of Africa is a lamentable one, 
both from the judicial and the moral point of view; young girls are obliged to marry 
the husband — often unknown — who has been chosen for them, provided that he can 
pay the required dowry, and widows are not free to dispose of themselves, being con- 
sidered as part of the deceased man’s inheritance. 


This state of things, besides being opposed to the dignity of the human being, is 
also a considerable hindrance to the evangelization of the African tribes: girls desirous 
of becoming Catholics are prevented by the fact that they have been given or sold in 
marriage to polygamists. 

Only a reform enforced by law could succeed in giving some measure of liberty to 
both girls and widows, and it is to this work that Sister Marie Andre du Sacre-Coeur 
has devoted the last seven years. Already Doctor of Law of Paris University when she 
entered the Congregation, she has spent three years in French West Africa, studying at 
close quarters the native customs and the best means of forwarding their evolution. Her 
capacity of Missionary Sister, allied to natural gifts of tactful and warm-hearted sym- 
pathy, won for her at the same time the confidence of the native woman and entrance 
into her home, so jealously guarded against the intrusion of “outsiders.” Sister Marie 
Andre du Sacre-Coeur has published the fruits of her research in her book: “La Femme 
Noire en Afrique Occidentale” (The Black Woman in Western Africa). 


Since 1937 she has been rousing interest in favor of the reform by numerous lec- 
tures. Finally, on June 9, 1939, she was called before the Committee of Missions of the 
French Chamber to give an exposition of the native woman’s situation. Incidentally, 
Sister Marie Andre du Sacre-Coeur is the first nun to be called upon to speak within the 
precincts of Parliament. 


Her efforts have been crowned with success, for her proposals were adopted by the 
Committee and submitted to M. Mandel, Minister for the Colonies; he transformed the 
text into the following decree which, on June 20th received the unanimous votes of the 
Chamber — 


Article I. — In French West Africa and in French Equatorial Africa, no marriage may be con- 
tracted by a woman under fourteen full years of age, by a man under sixteen. 


Article II. — The consent of both parties is indispensable to the validity of the marriage. 


Shall be null and void (without leaving to the party affected by the declaration of nullity 
the right to an indemnity): 


(1) All matrimonial contracts concerning girls before the age of puberty made with or with- 
out the girl's consent. 


(2) All matrimonial contracts concerning girls having reached the age of puberty, made 
against the girl's consent. 


(3) All claims to widows or any other person as part of an inheritance when the said per- 
son refuses to be given up to the claimant. 


Article III. — The Minister for the Colonies is responsible for the enforcement of the above 
decree, which shall be published in the Official Publications of the French Republic and of the 
Colonies affected and inserted in the Official Bulletin of the Ministry for Colonial affairs.

HIS gay chorus is heard over and 
over, carried away by the echo from 
hill to hill to far off distances. 

At nightfall the young shepherds re 
peat it to one another as a charm against 
the fright of this hour when the lonely 
hills are wrapped up in darkness. 

All over, the Christmas atmosphere 
deepens while at the Mission every one 
is busy with the preparations for the feast! 
For weeks children of your age, our 
school boys and girls are preparing their 
hearts for the Messiah's coming. This 
means many a heroic sacrifice for these 
young ones: “I got up early to come to 
mass — I went to draw water from the 
well when I felt like playing — I removed 
the ‘“funza”’ of an old woman... a deli- 
cate operation, ““funza’’ are fleas — hardly 
perceptible, they preferably nest in the 
feet and better still under the nails, to 
make it harder to get them out. 

But here comes a bit of most interesting 
news: in church one of them has seen 
Brother putting up a wooden scaffolding 
... doubtless it is for the crib! And after 
school many will be going to church to 
see and watch how everything is pro- 
gressing. (Pardon the mentioning that 
for once there were as many boys as 
girls... ) 

The hammering and adjusting of all the 
pieces together is most captivating and 
more than one kneeling way up near the 
sanctuary is quite forgetful of the hours 
going by as he watches for the moment 
when the statues, unveiled, will be as- 
signed their places in the manger. At the 
close of the day our youngsters a bit 
disappointed but hopeful must go home. 
“Maybe tomorrow the ‘Pictures’ will be 
set up.” 

“Picture” oh it means so much in their 
dusky language! 

The stable scene is most touching for 
children’s hearts. This home, opened to 
the four winds, with only one reed par- 
tition in back of which the cow is sheltered 
is so much like their own native hut. 
However, more, here there is not even a 
twig to keep a fire burning — Jesus want- 
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ed to be very poor and suffer from cold—; 
the shepherds clothed in animal skins 
are quite like their own shepherds even 
in our days: all these, are real stimulants 
for devotion and fervor. 


When mass is over everyone comes to 
admire the Divine Infant. The little ones 
are lifted up so that they may see at 
closer range; they hold out their little 
black hands to grasp the dear Baby, little 
fingers very clean but also well buttered 
and childish lips leave their prints on 
Baby Jesus’ pinkish face; bracelets are 
slipped on His arms outstretched to em- 
brace the whole world... 

Yes, the little Jesus is spoilt, he receives 
many gifts . . . Every day bracelets are 
heaped all around Him because there 
was no more space on his arms or legs 
— Many children ask the Sisters for work 
in order to earn a penny to give to the 
Divine Child. Everyone brings an offer- 
ing, men and children, old women and 
young ones! 

You may smile at all that is piled up 
before the good Saint Joseph — and his 
clasped hands are not spared, they are 
well loaded too! 

Copper bracelets, pictures, pins, coins, 
medals, etc. . . . make up a whole ex- 
hibit of humble treasure on the stable’s 
straw. 

Pagans also come to the house of God 
attracted by the ceremonies, the bright 
vestments, and the music. They come for 
a glimpse at the God-Child of the Chris- 
tians; mingled with the crowd they soon 
find themselves kneeling to receive the 
Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament 
which is the closing devotion of the day. 
As the golden monstrance is raised for 
the Blessing a childish voice rings through 
the solemn silence, a dusky baby playing

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Native Cradle 


T HER BIRTH she was so frail and 
delicate that her mother, receiving 
her in her arms, cried: '’D'adjedjia!"’ 

that is, she is a flower! Hence the name 
remained with her; she was called 
“Djedjiga” - the flower. 

According to the Kabyle custom, the first 
six months of her life were passed in the 
large family chamber. A framework of 
packing, quilted with rags, formed her 
cradle, which hung from a hoist by two 
solid cords that the grandmother had 
woven from the goat's rough hair. In this 
environment the flower opened out her 
corolla! 

With time her large grey eyes became 
brighter and her delicate complexion a 
little rosier. Then one sunny morning 
while the birds were warbling in the fresh 
air and the morning dew was still pearling 
the daisies, Diedjiga went out for the first 
time solidly attached to her mother’s back. 

Surprised, the babe gazed up at the blue 
heavens, while her ears became accus- 
tomed to the sound of the swallows... 
But with a quick movement, the mother 
covered the little face with a silky amendil. 
Did she not have to guard her baby from 
the glance of a hostile neighbor? Did 
she not have to save her from danger, 
from vengeance or from evil spells? 

Thanks to good care, however, the deli- 
cate flower underwent a real transforma- 
tion. Gaining strength, she lisped her first 
words; then she risked her first steps. And 
as she grew up, a little brother came to 
take her place in the cradle which had 
become too narrow for her. 

When Djedjiga attained her fourth year, 
her mother, wishing her to become a polite 
and well-bred little girl like her cousin 
Madjouba (the marvelous one), sent her to 
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the Sisters’ school. Hence- 
forth, each morning the two 
cousins could be seen go- 
ing down the narrow foot- 
path of the ravine that sep- 
arated them from the mis- 
sion. Arriving at the river, 
their nimble little feet hard- 
ly touched the stones peep- 
ing from out the water. Then 
they both hurriedly climbed 
the hill. Or at times, Mad- 
jouba, impatient to arrive in 
time to enjoy some recrea- 
tion before class, would 
hoist the “flower” on her back. 

Whereas the elder child took her place 
with the big girls, since she counted ten 
summers, Djedjiga joined the class of the 
little ones of whom she was the Benjamine. 
She was given pretty beads which she 
liked to thread, or bright colored papers 
with which she made drawings . . . How 
joyous she was on the day that she 
brought home to her mother a pretty 
bracelet of red and yellow beads — her 
first achievement. 

The days followed one another. The 
little mind developed, while the good will 
of the child was being strengthened. Still, 
she was not perfect! Study hardly smiles 
at a frolicsome child; hence, when the 
silence of the class bored her too much, 
she would disappear through the open 
door . . . Oh, Just long enough to breathe 
the perfumed air! 


But as time passed her flights became 


less frequent. Djedjiga was growing; 
consequently, she attended the moral les- 
sons which remained impressed upon her 
mind and penetrated even to her heart. 

One day when she was nine years old, 
she arrived late: 

“Were you playing truant, Djedjiga?”’ 

No!" And in face of a rather skeptical 
look, she continued: ‘You know that I 
never tell a liel’’ 

There was so much sincerity in her an- 
swer, the look which accompanied it was 
so clear and straightforward, that it could 
not be doubted. 

On another occasion, the subject matter 
of the lesson was the pardoning of injuries. 
Djedjiga had been struck by it. The next 
day she timidly confided in her pictur- 
esque language: 


“Yesterday returning home J met

Yamina’s mother near the river. Now I 
never greet her because our families are 
not friends. Then while my heart was 
saying, ‘Turn away!’ another heart whis- 
pered, ‘Wish her peace, that will be pleas- 
ing to God!’ It was the second heart tha: 
won the victory. Afterwards I was very 
happy.” 

Thus did her little soul itself expand! 

Two years passed .. . when school re- 
opened, Diedjiga was missing. She had 
been betrothed and in waiting the day of 
her marriage, the native custom obliged 
her to stay at home. 

Then one day the sound of guns, ac- 
companied by the vibrant You-You (the 
native women's cry of joy), announced 
that the young girl was being ‘’Carried”’ 
to her husband’s home in another tribe. 

Transplanted in a new land, what 
would become of the flower? 

... Three years passed... 

One day a woman came to the dispen- 
sary to ask the Sisters’ visit for her sick 
daughter. On the way she told them that 
she had just returned to the village with 
her children after a long absence. 

On arriving at the gourbi, she stood 
aside. In the gathering twilight, the ema- 
ciated face of a very young woman 
smiled sweetly. 

“Il am Djedjiga. I used to go to your 
school, but when I was married I moved 
far away! I have always loved Lalla 
Mariama and the lessons which I learned 
have remained engraved in my heart! 
See, I can hardly talk; the coughing is 
choking me, my eyes are consumed by 
fever which is burning me, my legs no 
longer have the strength to carry me!”

{ which held her to earth would be broken! 
She had only one wish: to be picked by

Her mother was in admiration of her 
patience: “Never,” she said, “has Djed- 
jiga complained. Never has she said that 
God was trying her too much!” 

But the soul which was being purified 
by contact with suffering murmured: "Oh, 
yesterday I suffered so much that I said 
to God: My God, why are you crushing 
me so... You see that 1am dying.’ Have 
I not hurt Almighty God?” 

We reassured her delicate conscience. 


One day the young woman expressed 
the desire to be carried from the large 
room where she was born into the lalia 
near the little opening which served a; 
a window ... "To see Heaven where | 
shall be before long,” she said. 

She was in extreme pain but ever 
gentle. She excused herself for not 
taking part in the conversation. Then, re- 
newing her acts of love of God, she 
abandoned herself to His good pleasure 
and remained silent with her eyelids 
closed. 

Her mother was at her side. In silent 
grief she contemplated the features of 
her daughter which seemed to her even 
more beautiful .. . Ah, the eyes and the 
heart of a mother can see all things! 
Djedjiga opened her big eyes and 
searched her mother’s gaze, and in an- 
guish cried: “Mother . . . my eyes no 
longer see..." 

Summoning her failing strength, she 
asked pardon of her parents, and sweetly 
without agony, Djedjiga, the flower, bent 
her corolla. 

It was a Saturday evening, at the time 
when the setting sun purples the moun- 
tains with its fire, while in the distance 
were heard the last notes of the Angelus.

At the moment girls’ education is being much pushed forward. Girls are even be- 
ing encouraged to go to boys’ schools for secondary education. That is why we have 
opened a Secondary School. There will be only ten pupils for the start. I am in charge 
for the present. In future, teaching in Training Colleges and High Schools of Uganda 
must be in English; up till now it was the vernacular. 

The Native Sisters have recently obtained permission to have the Blessed Sacrament 
reserved in their convent chapels. Up to the present they could not, owing chiefly to 
the shortage of priests. As there are over thirty convents of Native Sisters in Uganda 
now, it will be a blessing on the Missions to have thirty new Tabernacles in the 
Vicariate. 

They will need only one set of vestments and a very small ciborium, yet even this 
little they cannot afford. We are doing our best to help them, but thirty sets will be very 
difficult to find unless generous benefactors co-operate with us.

about the stimulus 
of every Christian 
action — love of 
God? Was not this 
stimulus sufficient 
for Guy, one 
whom the world is 
already acclaim- 
ing as a saint? 


No! Not entirely: The circumstances in 
his case were altogether extraordinary, 
and, as we have said, the extraordinary 
intervention of Divine grace was not forth- 
coming. Ordinary graces of course were, 
and it is our firm belief that with their 
aid he succeeded in avoiding the vice of 
laziness and sloth. There was no deliber- 
ate, ingrained malice, nothing but semi- 
deliberate falls due to human frailty and 
great odds, falls not due to want of 
striving, but rather occurring in spite of it. 
God wanted him to face like an ordinary 
boy difficulties greater than confront the 
ordinary boy, and when he succeeded, 
was pleased, and apparently said so. 

He can therefore be a boy’s model even 
here, because in spite of all his falls, he 
never allowed the vice of sloth to take root 
in his heart. ‘By their fruits ye shall know 
them,” and the fruits of sloth are inevitably 
selfishness and sensuality, which not even 
Guy's greatest enemy could bring to his 
charge. He lived with Jesus in the most 
perfect and continual intimacy; and 
though Our Lord may and does reside 
with frailty, He would not and could not 
remain intimate with vice, least of all 
with the sensual vice of sloth, We may 
therefore confidently exclude all question 
of malice or vice, and term his inattention 
mere frailty in face of great odds. 


But if Guy is destined to be a model to 
children, why did God refuse him the 
special grace required to save him from 
frailty in the face of such odds? We can 
do no more than guess. It may be, as 
his director has already suggested, that 
this was the price of his precocious humili- 
ty. It may also be that God wished to 
teach us a truer sense of values. We are 
more inclined to stress the merit of scho- 
lastic achievement than to neglect it, and 
though we may judge by the fruits, not 
merely of success but of effort, we too

often neglect to establish the motives be- 
hind the effort, and our final evaluation 
remains purely material. Ultimately, it is 
the heart alone, as seen by God, that 
counts, and to God a generous failure is 
worth more than a selfish success, a cross 
bravely borne is worth more than all the 
scholastic achievement in the world. The 
perfect student should be a perfect Chris- 
tian, but in the meantime God seems to be 
implying in this favoured child that He 
prefers the perfect Christian to the perfect 
student. 

These are two possible explanations of 
the imperfection of the model. But to my 
mind the chief reason is that in his frailty 
lay the chief element of his cross. His 
cross was twofold; the pain of his parting, 
and the pain of the secret, or, in other 
words, the wearisome endeavor to live 
like an ordinary child, as though there 
were no secret.
